The business has been operated by

I that time, with the exception of the 
years inclusive «*f 1898-11)04. during 
which period it came into the pos­ 
session of the National Biscuit com­ 
pany in the usual way employed for 
centralizing industries as “trusts.” At 
the expiration of that time it again 
came into the* possession 
of

Messrs. Montague, 
of 
whom 
the 
younger had been employed as its 
manager while in the hands of the 
National company. 
The Home Goods “Deal.” 
Then followed one of the most in­ 
teresting incidents in the industrial 
history of La Crosse. 
The National 
company announced its intention of 
closing the plant.

zeus were displeased at this buying 
of a thriving plant only to put it out 
of business, and an appeal was made
